Some of the 
romen were almost nude, and several 
children hare died from exposure and 
want of proper food. The huts are said 
o be in a filthy condition and afford but 
scant shelter from the bitter cold. 


The tmacfc had but little food en 


joard, having made'a poor haul of fish. 
The crew pave the islanders such food as 


'.y could spare and almost robbed 


themselves, of clothing to assist the ill 
clothed beings. Tho men on the island 
say that they were not able to obtain 
enough fish this fall to provide them- 
selves with supplies fcr the winter, and 
•when the storms prevented their setting 
their nets they were left without food. 


The coast at this point is thinly set- 


tled with fishermen, who are reported to 
be in almost aj bad a condition as the 
islander*. Yarmouth, Bear and Basiel 
islanders are raid to be as badly off 
the Malaga islanders.—Portland Cor.
